WASHINGTON — Although the 


blizzard which Saturday and yester- 
day swept the eastern states from 
western Tennessee to New England 
had passed out to sea in a north- 
easterly direction, the big area still 
was in tfie grip of ice and snow. In 
many places, particularly around 
New York where the storm was »t 
its worst, and tie mountainous re- 
gions of Virginia, 
Maryland 
and 


Pennsylvania where the snow had 
piled in great drifts, the inhabitants 
had literally to dig themselves out. 


Rail traffic wias blocked and wire 


service demoralized. Many outlying 
districts had not been Heard from 
today and the list of those who lost 
their lives directly or indirectly ow- 
ing to the storm is unknown. Nine 
deaths were reported in New York. 
Nor had any serious marine disast- 
ers been reported despite the gale 
that swept the coast, and which at- 
tained a velocity of 68 miles an 
boor. Shipmasters generally had 
been warned and either had remain- 
ed in port or had scurried to shelter- 
ed harbors.
